It  is  very  iuqiortniit  then,  that  this 
matter  of  reading  should  Ik>  consider

We  should  have  a  lx>y’s  read 
ing  just  as  bright  ami  healthy,  and 
with*  l  as  entertaining,  :is  anything 
which  can  la*  derived  fro^n  W*oks  and 
jaija*rs  of  the  other  sort. 

It  would  be  well  if  every  la*v  could 
accompany  Livingstone,  liarth,  Bui 
ton,  Speke  ami  Grant,  Cameron  and 
Stanley  to  the  heart  of  the- Dark  Con 
tinent.  There  is  no  more  attractive 
1  took  upon  the  Nile  an*^  Egy'l'ft  than 
Prime’s  “  Heat  Life,  and  such  a  work 
as  Lane's  would  add  point  to  Ela»rs’ 
interesting  stories  of  early  days  in 
klgvpt.  In  this  and  similar  lines  of 
resiling  a  g"i»d  foundation  ought  to  be 
laid  which  can  In*  built  iqxm  jx*rpet 
ualK.  And  the  same  course  can  l*t 
piffswed  with  other  portions  of  the 
*  ojols- :  \cig  and  with  the  heavens 
themselves.

mentable  disregard  of  tnrth,  which 
many  pure  and  sincere  riders  of  hob 
hit*  manifest  to  the  astonishment  of 
disinterested  ondookers. 

The  real  fact  of  the  caae  is  that  the 
morality  upon  the  stage  wap  never  as 
pure,  or  the  taste  of  am  lienees  a*  high 
toned  as  to  day,  and  as  for  Shakespeare, 
we  have  within  the  last  ten  years  seen 
produced  tlie  following  of  his  plays; 
Hamlet,  Henry  the  Eighth,  Maclietli, 
Borneo  and  Juliet,  As  Yop  Like  It, 
Much  Ado  al*out  Nothing*  Midsum¬ 
mer  Night's  Dream,  Cymbeline,  Henry 
the  Fifth,  Merchant  of  Venice,  Merry 
Wives  of  Windsor  and  Taming  of  The 
Shrew..  All  these  we  recall,  on  the 
spur  of  the  moment,  as  haying  seen  at 
least  once,  and  some  of  them  so  many 
times  that  we  have  lost  all  count  of 
the  n  uni  tier.  Si  much,  then,  for  tlie 
non  pnduetion  of  Shakespeare.  And 
as  for  appreciation,  we  have  seen  many 
plays,  by  many  .authors,  and  never 
have  we  seen  greater  enthusiasm  man 
ifested  than  that  which  hAs  attended 
tin*  pnsluction  of  Henry |  the  Fifth. 
Ri-ineo  ami  Julijet,  As  Yibu  Like  It. 
Twelfth  Night,  and  Hamlet.  But  not 
only  are  Shakesiveare’s  plays  ptxxlucetl 
si >  constantly  that  a  season  never  pass¬ 
es  in  New  York  without  several  of 
them  being  presented,  and  so  profit a- 
bly  that  money  making  is  »o  sure  in  no 
other  pndiiclioup,  and  rt*oeivevl  so  en¬ 
thusiastically  that  the  aud|ence  is  lirn 
it*Kl  ouly  bj|  the  capacity*  df  the  house 
but  the  reputation  of  some  of 
greatest  actors  and  actresses  rests  in 
large  measure  upon  them,  as  testify 
the  names  of  Barrett,  Booth,  Terry* 
Cogbl'an,  Modjeska  mul  mjmiy*  another 
which  we  need  njot  recall. 

These  comments  are  suggested  by 
the  i't  cent  maguificeut  revival  of  the 
Taming  of  The  Shrew  at  Mr.  Daly’i 
theatre.  It  is  an  example  and  a  pnx>f 
of  all  we  have  expressed  above.  One 
of  the  shrewdest,  most  experienced  mid 
financially  successful  nu*trojx>htan 
managers  ventured  his  money  in  it.  and 
is  reaping  golden  profit  from  it.  The 
enthusiasm  with  which  tjlie  audiena 
reci-iveil  it,  tlu*  first  niglijt  of  its  pro 
duct  ion,  w  as  si>methingtnemeuilous- 
t lie  house  fairly jsh->ok  with  applause 
The  caste  was  sujj>«*rl>,  mid  dow  n  to  the 
very  least.  Every  part  was  taken  bv 
an  actor  or  actress  of  genuine  merit. 
Those  who  know  anything  aKmt  act 
ing  ainl  have  an  idea  tliai  moilern  ac 
tors  are  not  at  In -me  in  ISliakespeare 
should  go  to  Daly’s  and  oi»en  their 
eyes -to  the  truth
